Report  of  School  Board 

FOR  191 1. 


The  schools  for  the  past  year  have  been  as  well  as 
could  be  under  the  conditions  that  exist  in  the  town.  The 
school  board  has  to  hire  young  and  inexperienced  teach 
ers  because  of  the  small  salaries  they  can  pay.  Your 
school  board  was  very  fortunate  in  securing  the  teachers 
they  did.  The  present  board  is  not  going  to  lash  the  par- 
ents because  they  were  so  unwise  as  to  hire  teachers  that 
did  not  know  enough  to  teach  the  youngest  pupils  in  the 
school?.  Such  a  school  is  a  waste  of  money,  and  certainly 
does  not  amount  to  anything,  moie  than  to  gratify  an  indi- 
vidual member  of  the  board,  with  the  advice  of  others, 
who  is  able  to  keep  such  a  teacher  in  school  regardless  of 
what  it  amounts  to  or  costs.  When  we  have  poor  school  the 
fault  is  with  the  school  board  and  the  teacher  and  nowhere 
else.
